Editorial — By B R I C E BI OSS AT 
With the nation’s two great labor 
organizations, the AFL and CIO. 
merging into one huge federation. 
Big Labor is entering a new era 
in which it faces both a beckoning 
opportunity and a ricing responsi­ 
bility 
Now to be 15,400,000 -trong. tho 
united organization obviously will 
have enhanced power and prestige. 
It will be able to speak in more 
forceful tones in its dealings with 
the 
business 
community, in its 
forays into politics, and in the 
councils of international labor. 
Having 
this greater power, 
it 
may act 
as a 
stronger magnet 
than the two separate organizations 
did to the hundreds of independent 
unions which have chosen to re ­ 
main outside the AFL or CIO. 
Likewise, 
it may exert greater 
pulling power on millions of un­ 
organized workers. 
In the past mterfederation raid­ 
ing has been a great source of 
trouble in the 
labor 
movement. 
Presumably, this sort of thing will 
now 
largelv disappear 
and the 
combined groups can concentrate 
on more fruitful objectives 
They themselves 
believe their 
greater strength gives them an un­ 
paralleled chance to work for high­ 
er living standards among the na­ 
tion’s workers. 
This is indeed a 
worthy goal, 
and the extent to 
which the new federation realizes 
it may be the single best measure 
of its ultimate effectiveness.

ease control section, said “ it looks 
a little like the vaccinated cases 
were a little less sev ere than the 
others. 
“ But the m a te ria l is raw data, 
and we know th e re w ere extrem e­ 
ly severe p a ra ly tic cases in the 
vaccinated

take a flat sta te m e n t about sever­ 
ity. 
I had hoped w e could,”

S P R IN G F IE L D im—Illinois’ death 
rate plunged to a record low in 
1954 and the birth rate climbed 
to a near record level, State Health 
D epartm ent statistics revealed to­ 
day. 
The death rate dropped to IO I 
per thousand population with a to­ 
tal of 92,307 deaths. 
The previous 
low w as 10.5 in 1951. 
The birth rate, meanwhile, re a c h ­ 
ed 23 9 live births per thousand 
popul ition. second only to the re c ­ 
ord of 24.2 set in 1947 
B irths totaled 217,229 in 1954, an 
increase of 10.410 over 1953. 
T here w’ere about 125,000 m ore 
births than deaths in the state in 
1954, but the population is not e x ­ 
pected to show quite that large an 
increase because out state m ig ra ­ 
tion usually exceeds im m igration. 
The state population had climbed 
to about 9,200.000 in mid 1955. 
The

statistics 
also 
showed the num b er of children and 
aged persons in the state is on the 
increase 
and 
that 
the non-white 
birth 
rate is g reater 
than the 
white.
